The ftate highway commission to­ 
day heard another plea for recon­ 
struction of Alto iotersectioti as an­ 
other southern Marin organization 
added its name to the list of those 
pleading for the project. 
And the Marin planning commis­ 
sion, in an effort to head off an 
additional. hazard at the intersec­ 
tion, denied a use permit for an 
outdoor market near the wye. 
In Sacramento today, Mayor Har­ 
rison M. Leppo of Mill Valley pre­ 
sented facts and figures In an effort 
to obtain state highway commission 
backing for reconstruction of Alto. 
He noted aUo that ccurection of 
deficiencies at Manzanita intersec­ 
tion, south of the Redwood brij^ge, 
would ’*do a lot to eliminate the 
traffic bottleneck at Alto.” 
Leppo covered the same ground 
as Councilman Miriam Cummings 
did at last month’s commission 
meeting in Oakland. And, like the 
response received by Mrs. Cum­ 
mings, he was thanked for his state­ 
ment. 
Councilman Zan Stark accom­ 
panied 
Leppo 
and 
backed 
the 
mayor’s statements. 
Golden Gate 
bridge director Matt G r a h a m , 
speaking later, said he also supports 
the Alto reconstruction. 
Chairman T. Fred Bagshaw of 
Mill Valley, in Sacramento to make 
a presentation in behalf of Redwood 
Empire Association, also supported 
the reconstruction of Alto. He also 
told of other highway intersection 
needs in the county. 
The southern Marin organization 
which added its voice to the de­ 


mands for adequate grade separ­ 
ation and traffic control facilities at 
Alto was the Shuwberry Property 
Owners’ association. 
The resolution asked that the 
state highway commission give high 
priority to Alto and provide ade- 
quatb free flow of local traffic as 
well as that destined for the free­ 
way. 
Traffic hazards at Altd were noted 
in the resolution. 
In San Rafael last night, the 
county planning commission took 
heed of warnings from a state high­ 
way official land protests from 13 
residents of the area and turned 
down a request for an outdolor 
market just north of the ‘ intersec­ 
tion. 
The residents claimed the market, 
requested hy Armand Pepe of Kent- 
field, would “add to the imtenable 
haazrds to life and limb at the Alto 
deathtrap.” 
A letter from L. A. Weymouth, 
state highway division engineer, also 
recommended denial of Pepc’s re­ 
quest. 
^Ilvlties near the intersection 
should be limited until the situation 
is corrected.” Weymouth advised the 
planners. 
The engineer referred to the fhc 
deaths that have occurred at the in­ 
tersection this year, three of them 
pedestrian fatalities. He said road­ 
side businesses already there may 
be partly responsible for the high 
death rate.

Group Opposes Waldo 


Widening At Present

Opposition to widening of the present Waldo grade approach 
to the Golden Gate Bridge until further study is made to an 
alternative low-level approach was registered last night by the 
ederation of Marin Commuter clubs and the Mill Valley com­ 
muters dub in a meeting at Mill Valley city hall. 


Only dissenting vote was cast by James Sample, representing 
Sausalito commuters who have long fought establishment of a 
ow level route.

Action was taken after the com­ 
muters heard plugs for.an alterna­ 
tive approach around the Sausalito 
waterfront from Warren Glass of 
Sausalito, president of the San 
Francisco - Marin Freeway associa­ 
tion, Louis Kraemer of Oakland, vice 
president, and Fred Sumner of Saus- 
altio, chairman of the engineering 
committee. 
Summed up, their arguments were 
a recapitulation of all the old com­ 
plaints against the Waldo Grade: 
six per cent grade, line curves, fog, 
strong winds, and slide areas. 
| 
«CHEAPER THAN WALDO’ 
A low-level six-lane waterfron 
route with a three per cent grade 
they argued, would in the long run 
be cheaper than widening the Waldo 
Grade at a cost of about $8,000,000 
Although they had no specific 
figures on the cost of a four-mile 
six-lane waterfront highway, Glass 
said that even doubling a $9,000,000 
estimate made by the state division 
of highways in 1945 to $20.000,000 
would make it cheaper than pay­ 
ment of $2,000.000 a mile for widen­ 
ing ^the Waldo to six lanes. 
Two more lanes on Waldo, Glass 
claimed, would bring only an 18 per 
cent Increase in capacity over the 
next thrc^ years. With a large in­

traffic during that time 
Glass said, “this would bring you 
32 per cent behind where you are 
today.”

Can a tenant be responsible for the well-being of his 
landlord’s food left in a deep freeze? 
Mrs. Ann Pinkston lost in a small claims suit based 
on this situation against Mr. and Mrs. George Smith of 
Novato yesterday. 
The case was tried by Judge N. Charles Brusatori in 
Novato Justice court during the absence of Judge George 
C. Faulkner. 
Mrs. Pinkston charged that food left in a deep freeze 
cabinet, left in the house she rented to the Smiths, had 
spoiled and she sued for damages. She claimed it was worth 
about $50. 
A verbal agreement had been made that the cabinet 
and its contents could be left in the house, according to 
plaintiff and defendants. 
The Smiths testified that they 
did not use tlie cabinet but allowed it to remain as a favor 
to Mrs. Pinkston, therefore were unaware that failure of 
electric current, cause of which was not agreed upon, had 
allowed food in the freeze cabinet to spoil. 
Theii first knowledge of spoilage was ivhen Mn. Pink­ 
ston returned and examined the contents of the cabinet. 
Judge Brusatori ruled that the tenant is not an insurer 
of welfare and safety of a landlord’s goods left in a home, 
therefore the plaintiff gets nothing.

San Rafael elementary and gram­ 
mar school enrollment has increas­ 
ed 20 per cent over last year’s 
figure, F. Ewing Bone, director of 
instruction for the city schools, said 
today. 
A total of 1,789 pupils are now en­ 
rolled in the district’s seven schools 
as compared with approximately I 
1,500 at school’s opening last year. 


Greatest increases, he said, are 
in kindergarten and first grade en­ 
rollments.

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Duffy Leave San Quentin 


Qinton T. Duffy will lOon work outiide 
Mirin for ihe lint time in tiii life. 
According to his own statement, he if a 
'lifer'* it Sin Quentin, having been born and 
reared there and having worked up to the 
position of warden. 
He is now being "paroled" to the California 
Adult Authority which will give him a won­ 
derful chance to extend his Christian approach 
toymen who have been unfortunate enough to 
be publicly punished for their misdeeds. 
We have walked through San Quentin 
Prison with \Varden Duffy on more than one 
occasion. 
On each trip, he was* frequently 
stopped by inmates with problems. Out would 
come a notebook and a pencil. One tipte he 
was caught w'ithout his little black notebook, 
so an old envelope had to do. 
On returning to his office, he puihcd every­ 
thing aside, including the usual polite ameni­ 
ties with guats, until all the notes on the old 
envelope had been transferred to* a working 
calendar. 
"Must write them down right away,** he 
mumbled, more to himself than anybody else, 
"before I forget them.” 
Warden Duffy abolished the ugly numbers 
^ which used to decorate the uniforms of inmates. 
^ He reduced the number of conspicuous guards 
• to a minimum which was an oblique way of 
I telling his charges that he trusted them. 
He 
i opened the "captain's porch" for complainers 
i against regulations as well as having k serve 
r as a place to dole out punishment for those 
1 who broke the rules- 
He instituted trade 
: schools and gave credited courses in elementary 
r and secondary subjects, 
hfen were cncour- 
; aged to rcfd and study in a well-stocked library. 
They were given radio sets, entertainment. 
2 They were carefully screened for the type of 
• work they were best suited in the prison. 
» 
Walking through San Quentin with Warden 
• Duffy was a revealing experience, at least to 
^ us who had seen the inside of other prisons. 
• 
At other places the warden never ventured 
- off the guard-walks above the heads of the 
' inmates. 
And armed guards saw to it that 
t nobody got out of line. The air of suspense 
• and danger was as thick as a tule fog. 
t 
With Duffy it was just the opposite. In one 
I building Warden Duffy and his three guests 
Í were completely surrounded by inmates. Not 
Í a guard was in sight, as far as we could see. 
I Hardly five feet away, there were three inmates 
I working on a machine, any one of fhem laige

and strong enough to toss the warden around 
like f football. But we might Just as wxll have 
been making a grand tour of an automobile 
factory in Detroit with one of the executives, 
so free of suspicion and fear was the atmos­ 
phere. 
This, of course, is the end result of the 
humanitarian Duffy touch. 
He trusted these 
men more than most of us trust a stranger, 
and even more than some of us trust our next 
door neighbor. To him, they were men like 
himself whose individuality must be respected. 
They relumed this treatment with an assur­ 
ance which, while unspoken, was certainly 
felt. 
We regret to see Warden Duffy leavé San 
Quentin. Instead of a place of dread and fore­ 
boding, he has made it a place of opportunity 
for thousands of unfortunate men. 
He has 
advertised Marin county as much as its rolling 
hills and sunshine and Golden Gate bridge.

We Must Not Let Our Men in Korea 
Freeze Two Winters On Same Hill 


TRtJMAN’S FORMULA—K230__ 
President Tninuui made a speecli 
the other day defending govern­ 
ment spending. He alluded to a 
magazine article which he said 
“purported to show that *waate* 
and 'extravagance* were running 
wild m the federal government.** 
In a phraseology of his own, Mr. 
Truman said this was **Just a pack 
of lies.** In conventional language 
Mr. Truman made a formal asser­ 
tion; “The country is stronger eco- 
nomkallj than it nai ever heen 
before.** 
To such on assertion made at 
this time by the President of the 
United States the most deeply se­ 
rious and arresting comment was 
that of one who, rejecting dismay 
and apprehension said “How irre­ 
sponsible can Mr. Truman be?" 
That the country is in danger of 
further Inflation is a matter of 
widespread knowledge. Mr. Tru­ 
man makes a statement which 
suggests at once that he does not 
realize the condition and that he 
Is reckless about the government 
expenditures which make the dan­ 
ger greater. 


THE DANGER WILL BE made 
still greater by a condition likely 
to come to'public attention soon. 
When the peace treaty with Japan 
and other treaties accompanying it 
are before the scntte for confirma­ 
tion, it will be recognized that they 
involve commitments by us to 
large expenditures undetermined 
as to amount. These and other ex­ 
penditures are desirable for the re­ 
sistance of the United States and 
the other free nations against 
Communist Russia. If we do not 
make them voluntarily they will be 
forced upon us by aggression from 
Communist Russia. The existence 
o: these commitments, definite and 
contingent, make it imperative 
that domestic expenditures, other, 
than for defenseAibroad, be limited 
or avoided in all practicable ways. 
Mr. Truman gibed at “those who 
fear that we are spending our way 
Into national bankruptcy." He said 
that they arc “politically inclined," 
that they aim to “frighten voters.’* 
Members of congress who are thus 
accused have a prevailing point of 
view. They are for going on with 
the foreign expenditures because 
they are necessary, while at the 
same time practicing prudent re­ 
straint about specific amounts. As 
to the domestic expenditures, those 
other than defense, they are for 
reducing or eliminating as mañy 
as practicable. Members of con­ 
gress who hold this point of view 
include members of Mr. Truman’s 


own 
party, conipicuoualy Sen. 
Byrd of .Virginia and Sen. Douglas 
of BUnok. To impute a political 
motiva to these or to Republioans 
who hold a parellel point of view 
is on a par with Mr* Truman’s as­ 
sertion that the country’s economy 
is “stronger than it has ever been 
before." 


IN FACT. THE COUNTBrS 
economy Is In an inflation that 
has been in progrese for several 
years. To check it or reverse it 
ought to be a primary objective 
of the administration in power. 
But the people can hardly Infer 
from Mr. TYuman’s speech of last 
Tuesday that there wül be deter­ 
mined resistance to inflation by 
/the administration. 
Inflation, In its early stages, ex­ 
presses itself, among other ways, 
In advantage to two groups—labor, 
which gets higher wages, and 
farmers who get higher prices, for 
their crops. The two, rising prices 
and rising wages, compoM a Mnd 
of automatic spiral mechanism of 
inflation. Mr. Truman, in his 1948 
campaign for the presidency, mads 
strident and often repeated appeals 
for the votes of these two groups. 
He got the votes of tanners to a 
conspicuous extent, and the votes 
of labor to some extent. If he con­ 
templates running for re-election 
next year he would naturally be 
tempted to appeal to the same 
groups. ^If there is to be any im­ 
puting of political motives, this is 
a quarter In which it might be rea­ 
sonable. 


THERE ARE SIGNS THAT Mr. 
Truman’s 1948 formula for victory 
might not work next year. Secre­ 
tary of Agriculture Brannan, whose 
department conducts price support 
of farm crops, warned fanners the 
other day that they have become a 
diihinlihing 
proportion of the 
country’s electorate and must not 
depend on political action for legis- ^ 
lative objectives they may want. 
More encouraging than warnings 
are definite signs that both farm- 
<ers :and labor tend to ignore politi­ 
cal appeals for their votes, tend to 
vote as citizens rather than as 
members of any group. Two years 
after a partisan class appeal by 
President Truman had obvious 
success, it was equally obvious that 
in the senatorial election in Ohio 
last November, many members of 
labor unions and many farmers 
voted for republican candidate 
Taft. There are signs also that 
both farmers and labor have come 
to understand inflation and the 
need to check it.

Harvest hands 
have followed the ripening crops 
up and down the country almost 
from the beginning. And industrial 
workers have moved when Jobs 
petered out and they heard of work 
in other places. 
The worker who takes his home 
along with him, however, Is largely 
a postwar phenemon. The man 
who Uves on wheels Is free to move 
easily to the town where the new 
defense plant goes up. And some 
workers probably enjoy the frtt- 
dom to move their homes down the 
highway should they get to dislik­ 
ing their present boss. 
Before the war,the trailer was . 
thought of largely as a recreation 
adiunct-4 way to go fishing or 
hunting, or to spend the winter in 
the south, the summer on the lake. 
In 1037 the average trailer was 14 
feet long and cost less than $400. 
Around 5M0 were produced that 
year and Industry sales totals were 
perhaps $17 million.

Poisoned Fish Wash 
Ashore On N.Y. Beaches 
NEW YORK (ffV-thoiuands ot 
dead and ill fish—poisoned by an 
unidentified protozoa—have washed 
ashore on an eight-mOe stretch of 
Great South Bay. 
Long Island beaches from Point 
Lookout to Jones Beach are littered 
with striped bass, fluke, bluefish, 
blowfish, flounder, sea bass, eels and 
some tropical fish.

We found 
members of the top group had about 
a 50-50 chance of doing as well in 
their studies as kids of average abil­ 
ity. The3r*d less than a 50-50 chance 
of good social adjustment. That is 
tragic. 
Here are $hree suggestions for 
them? (1) Let’s skip more gifted 
ones than we’ve been skipping. Es­ 
pecially the big. fast-maturing girls. 
(3) Let’s spot the gifted ones who 
are maladjusted (over half of them), 
and set up special classes where 
they’ll get the teaching they need 
and the social contacts now denied 
them. (3) Let’s help teachers who 
find well-adjusted kids of genius in 
their regular rooms to provide bet­ 
ter enrichment of their studies.

Beef Situation Gets Worse- 
Even Army Having Trouble

The beef situation Is tightening up. 
Many signs indicate it will prdMibly 
get worse before it gets any better. 
Even the Army It having trouble 
buying meat. 
According to the army quarter­ 
master market at Chicago, some 
major packers have not been able 
to bid on the army’s request this 
week for 13,000,000 pounds of bone­ 
less beef needed to feed troops 
throughout the nation. 
The latest diff ieulttes of the pack­ 
ers stem from shkrply Increased 
costs of beef on the hoof—increases 
which tl)cy say have more than off­ 
set the penny-a-pound boost the 
packers were allowed this week by 
the office of price stabilization. 
Wholesale beef prices are advanc­ 
ing. Supplies In the big packing 
houses are running low. Ranchers 
are holding back their cattle. More

meat is reported finding its way into 
tha black market. Office of price 
stabiMzation investigators were dis­ 
patched this week to Chicago, Cleve­ 
land, Philadelphia, and other major 
p a d ^ centers. 
This situation is expected to add 
up to higher prices, increastofly 
light supplies and inferior quality 
for the retail consumer within an­ 
other week. Trade sources predict 
that with beef expensive and scarce, 
veal, pork, lamb and other meats 
will be also be affected. 
Still In the high-cost category are 
fresh eggs of the large grade "A" 
variety. Price increases of from twa 
to three cents a dozen have been re­ 
ported in several ^ rg e r cities this 
week, and no price drop is In im­ 
mediate prospect. 
Good buys this week are mostly In 
the produce department. They in­ 
clude apples, cranberries, cabbage, 
egg plant, honeydew and cranshaw 
melons, grapes, snap beans, com, 
cauliflower. W e s t e r n plums and 
p r u n e s are likewise attractively 


priced, as are spinach, squash and 
sweet potatoes.
